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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
subject matter in claims 1-10 is allowable because the arts of record fail to teach or 
fairly suggest the claimed "a method (system in claims 8 and 10) for frequency 
correction of the received signal comprising: computing a frequency correction estimate 
(210) by averaging (see averager 206 for averaging the frequency offset estimate 210) 
the frequency estimate with the received signal with a previously stored frequency 
correction estimate, whereby the previously stored frequency correction estimate (212) 
is an average value of the frequency offset estimate and at least one prior frequency 
offset estimate; and in combination with all the claimed limitations in claim 1 ,5,7,8 and 
10."
